Do you want to see the difference between so- 
cialized enterprise and free enterprise? Take a look 
at the coal industry here and in Britain. 

In the last five years, more than 200 large coal 
mines, each with a daily capacity of over 500 tons, 
have been opened or placed In development in this 
country. In addition, about. 800 smaller mines have 
been opened, plus many new surface or strip opera- 
tions. These new facilities- alone have -a .productive 
capacity of 280,000,000 tons ol coal a year— more than 
half of the expected production total of 1958. It all 
represents new growth, new risks, new ventures. 

Now for Britain, In 1949, the total deep-mine 
production of British coal was 28,000,000 tons less 
than in 1939. Absenteeism, under government owner- 
ship, reached a peak and was largely responsible for 
the drop in production.

There has been a quiet revolution in our coal mining 
in recent years, characterized by a great and dramatic 
expansion of mechanization and research. This could 
have been accomplished only as it was accomplished — 
by the cumulative efforts of progressive, private 
management working for the greater good of all and 
striving to earn a profit at the same time. Here's one 
more case where the facts speak for themselves.

Better Than Ever 

An article by Greg MacGregor in the New 
York Times deals with the views of food distributors 



in the current emergency. Three important , points are 
stressed. 

First, no food shortages are in prospect, and 
food supplies and distribution are in a far more favor- 
able position than they were prior to the last war. 
' . Second, neither controls nor rationing are nec- 
essary at the present time. 

*' ' Third, the public has adopted a "saner" at* 
titude toward food supplies than has ever before exist- 
ed in time of emergency. Mr, MacGregor writes: 
"Credit for this can be shared by members of the in- 
dustry Itself who performed an excellent Job last 
summer in a campaign to eliminate hoarding and 
resultant false shortages," 

What is true of food is true of distribution in 
general. There will be some shortages as the' strains 
of rearmament increases — that is inevitable. But few 
if any of the prospective shortages will be in the field 
of necessary goods. And America Is lucky that it has 
a vast retail industry which is geared to distributing 
the produce of our farms and factories throughout the 
country, in the most equitable possible way, and at 
the most moderate price to the consumer that condl- 
ions permit. 

The reason for the high efficiency of retailing 
is competition — competition in price, in service, and 
in all other ways. Big stores and small stores, chain 
stores and individually-owned stores, super-markets 
and mail-order houses — all arc out for 'the business. 
All arc doing everything they can to attract the buyer.

AN ORDINANCE RELATIVE TO 
CIVIL DEFENSE AND DISASTER 

RELIEF 

BE IT ORDAINED by the Presi 
dent and Board of Trustees of the 
Village of Antioch, Illinois. ; 
SECTION l: CIVIL DEFENSE 
As used in this ordinance the 
term Civil Defense shall include 
measures necessary l to provide ' for 
the mobilization, organization, and 
direction of Civilian populace and 
neccesary support agencies to pre- 
vent or minimize the effects of fire, 
flood, storm, earthquake, or other 
natural causes, as well as the ef- 
fects of enemy or subversive ac 
tivlties directed against the popu 
lace of the village, its industrial 
plants, installations, and facilities 
of any nature, not inconsistent with 
"The Illinois Civil Def ense . Act." 

SECTION 2: COUNCIL OP DE- 
FENSE-MEMBERSHIP 

The Antioch Council of Defense is 
hereby created and shall include 
the following: 

President of Village Board 

Director of Civil Defense (as ap- 
pointed) 

Police. Chief 

Fire Chief 

Village Health Officer 

Village Engineer 

Rescue Squad Representative . 

Other including representatives 
of business, labor and private or- 
ganizations as may be appointed by 
the Council, not to exceed 20. 

SECTION 3: COUNCIL OF DE- 
FENSE-POWERS AND DUTIES 
It shall be the duty of the Antl- 
och Council of Defense and it is 
hereby empowered; 

a. To develop a village Civil De- 
fense Plan. This Plan shall provide 
for the effective mobilization of all 
the resources of the village, both 
public and private. 

b. To prepare and recommend for 
consideration by the Village Board 
ordinances necessary to implement 
the Civil Defense Plan. 

c. To consider and recommend to 
the village Council of Defense for 
approval Mutual Aid Plans and 
Agreements. ' 

d. Others as may be determined 
to be necessary and expedient. - 

SECTION 4: CIVIL DEFENSE 
DIRECTOR, 

It is hereby created the office of 
the village Civil Defense Director. 
Such officer shall be appointed by 
the President, 

The Civil Defense Director is 
hereby empowered: 

a. To represent the President on 
all matters pertaining to Civil De- 
fense, 

b. To require and direct coopera- 
tion of village officials in the pre- 
paration and implementation of Ci- 
vil Defense Plans. 

c. During periods of emergency 
as defined in "The Illinois Civil De- 
fense Act" to direct the services of 
any village officers or employees.
